Nine men, ten women, and thirteen children, 
thirty-two In all. Among the number ia a man 
named Smith, who lived on F.lk-al., hia wife 
and two childrey . a child of Win. Nelson, living 
on Ohio at., and Jamea Smiih, whine b-idy 
wm waaheil on Seneca at., rind waa identified 
hy hia wife. Also, two familiea named Smith, 
fourteen in all, the head* of whom were em- 
ployed at Wilkeson'a furnace, one of them a 
move mounter Irom Albany, the other a mould- 
er, from Rocheater. Alao a young man named 
Proof, moulder, from JeUeraon County. Mm. 
Stair. nn and three rhildren, rrcrnlly from Scn- 
ecaPail.4; a man nameil Melot, and another 
■anted White, who rraided at Williamsville. 

The man who kept the boat houae on the 
peninsular — we think hia n»me waa Gilbert — 
with hia ann and a «»n of the widow Osier, 
were all drowned. The boat houae keeper and 
son « ho n l day-light attempted to awint acroaa 
the creek, but wereawepl down bv the current. 

The loaa of property it la imp.iasible to esti- 
mate, but it for exceed* any occasioned hy any 
previous gale, and must amount to many thou- 
sand* of dollar*.
